Some damage and broken' glass 
was also caused by the bomb to the 
Bast store, located immediately to 
the east of the bombed building. 

The business in the old garage 
was .currently being operated by 
Wally Schroeder and Wm. Higgins. 

H was believed that the persons 
responsible for the current gam- 
bling "war" had laid down an ulti- 
matum that the locals would 
"straighten out" by the 14th of this 
month, but evidently, something 
has happened to cause faster action. 
Neither Police Chief L, Krec, nor 
Mayor Carl Erickson, of Fox Lake, 
could be reached by telephone for 
comment on the bombing.

New Grass Lake Road 
Bridge Over Fox River 
To Be Opened In July 



The new bridge carrying the 
Grass Lake road over Fox river 
probably will be ready for use early 
in July, the contractor believes. 

Construction has been completed 
and painters are now at work on 
the steel. 

The county has yet to gravel the 
approach and put it in shape. ■ 

The bridge has two wide lanes 
and sidewalks on both sides. Ap- 
proximately 300 ( feet in length it 
spans the river at its channel.

41 and Mill- 
burn rd., and then go west on that 
road to Loon Lake and then west 
to Grass lake rd., and across Fox 
river, returning to Chicago on Rte. 
12. 

Although surveyed many . times, 
the bridge was not started until 
nearly two years ago.

Wholesale meat prices have continued to de- 
cline, according to a mid-May report by the American 
Meat Institute, based upon figures made available by 
the U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics. At that time 
fjrices had dropped three per cent during the pre- 
ceding month. Prices as a whole averaged 22 per cent 
under the peak reached in the summer of last year. 

Retail prices have also dropped sharply. In the 
Chicago area, which is generally typical of -the 
country as a whole, round steak is down 25 per cent 
from the summer high, bacon 21 per cent, lard 38 per 
cent, and pork chops 18 per cent. 

As a general thing, all commodity prices have 
been sagging — a fact which finds its reflection in the 
cost of liying indices. The drop in the price of meat 
has been among the largest and, from the point of 
view of the average family, one of the most important. 
Modern discoveries in the field of dietetics show that 
large consumption of complete protein — the kind 
found in meat, milk and eggs — is essential to human 
health and vitality. Most of us follow diets which 
contain less protein than is desirable. Lower meat 
prices will undoubtedly result in increased meat buy- 
ing by many families — and an eventual betterment of 
.the public health. 

Forecasting future price trends is an- exceed- 
ingly risky undertaking. But it does look as if some- 
thing resembling stability in the price structure is 
being reached. One of 'the basic characteristics of the 
free market is its flexibility — its genius for quickly 
adjusting itself to changing conditions. It is a highly 
competitive market, which always gives the con- 
sumer the most value for his money.

Harassed Doctors 

The Christian Science Monitor recently pub- 
lished a dispatch from London, written by one of its we are, I ask him that, 
staff correspondents, dealing with developments un- 
der Britain's experiment with the state health service. 



It says, "The doctors, generally speaking, are over- 
worked and harassed . . . Many doctors in more po- 
pulous areas have 4,000 patients each . .. '■„ .A har- 
assed form-filling doctor snapped: 'The best medical 
invention of the last century has been the ball-point 
pen.' " 

A New York Times dispatch from London, of 
about the same date, dwelt with demands for going 
still farther with socializing the practice of medicine 
in England. One group, it said, has called upon the 
Minister of Health, "to introduce the principle of full- 
time salaried service for all doctors working in the 
national health program, instead of the present sys- 
tem of fees." It also endorsed recommendations for 
the abolition of private beds in hospitals • and natio- 
nalization of the drug-industry. 

Here are two excellent examples of how these 
socialistic schemes work. First, there is always a de- 
cline in the standards of medical care — a doctor with 
4,000 patients can hardly do full justice to each one. 
Second, the socialists always want to go whole hog 
and make everyone involved a civil servant, com- 
pletely subject to political orders and policies. 

Those who are urging compulsory government 

health insurance in this country say these dangers 

will be avoided here. Ho one who has any knowledge 

of history can believe that to be true. Bureaucracies, 

by their very nature, reach out for more and more 

power. And individual ambition and incentive are

Congress fumes and orates against big ex- 
penses. And every once in a while a request for more 
mazuma is turned down. Congress pats itself* on the 
back and says, see, we did it. Then what. Along 
toward the end of the session or before a vacation 
period, in comes a Deficiency Appropriation request. 
And zingo — it goes through like Ponder at the Big 
Derby. And in the Deficiency Bill arc all the things 
previously thrown out the window. 

Most folks, congress deduces, have no idea as to 
what is in a deficiency bill. So there goes the claimed 
savings — and 600,000 excess persons hang onto their 
Govt, swivel chairs — and Mr. Taxpayer rolls his 
sleeves a little higher. 

And if by perchance some budget figure is 
trimmed — and then stays trimmed — via more pro- 
mised efficient operation, it is sometimes still du- 
bious. How come, says Henry. Why, I replies, should 
some entirely unneeded activity requiring 600,000 or 
so on the Govt, payroll, be streamlined and made ef- 
ficient when the whole project, complete, could be 
put in the ash can in the" first place. Like a list of 
408 Farmer's Bulletins offered me by my congress- 
man — "The native papaw" — "Housecleaning manage- 
ment" — "Care and use of rope" — and 405 others. 
What kind of helpless, simple folks does he think

Report Made on Recent 

Chest X-Ray Survey in 
Antioch Shows No TB. 

The results "of the recent chest 
x-ray survey held in the schools, 
•„ii«iries and community of An- 
S were released recently by Pr. 
Thoo S Proxmire, President of the 
Lake County Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion The pictures were read by Dr. 
rk Potter, Medical Director of 
the Lake County Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium and the results are being, 
mailed to the people who partici- 

pa iS the schools, 74 children were 
x-raved who had previously react- 
ed positively to the tuberculin test. 
These children were in Antioch 
schools and others in the neighbor- 
hood including, Oakland, Millburn, 
Emmons, Grass Lake, Channel 
Lake, Hickory and Druce Lake 
schools. None of the children had 
any findings suspicious of tuber- 
culosis, but there were a few cases 
of calcified spots in the lungs. None 
was called to the clinic for further 
study, but 2 films were defective 
and these children have been asked 
to come to the clinic for another 

At the same time, 44 teachers and 
adult employees of these schools 
were x-rayed and two have been 
asked to come to the clinic support- 
ed by the Lake County Tuberculo- 
sis Association for further study 
and examination because of suspi- 
cious findings. 

In the community suryey on 
April 27 when-'ihe Christmas Seal 
Mobile Chest x-ray unit was set up 
on the corner of Main and Lake 
streets, 270 persons received free 
chest x-rays. Of these, 247 re- 
ceived negative reports, 5 ■ were 
asked to comeUo the clinic for fur- 
ther study and examination, 7 films 
were defective\and the rest were 
sent reports asking them to "see 
family physician because of bron- 
chial, pleural, bone or heart con- 
ditions noted on the films.
